Mx. ner and indeed almoſt all our Scotifh writers, have) 
with ſome ſmall variations, adopted the legend mentioned' by 
| FORDUN, Ib. i. cap. 58, 59, and 60, of his © Sroti-chronicon,” 
| which it is impoſſible to read (and in particular his 58th chapter, 
| where he endeavours to confer on the Apoſtle Andrew a pre- 
fetence to the Apoſtle Peter) without being convinced that his 
| great object was to elevate the church of Scotland, particularly 
the church at St. Andrews, to 2 degree of patronage inferior 
w no other. This was conſidered as-a matter of great con- 
ſequence; after the impious and abſurd opinion became preva- 
knt, that apoſtles, martyrs, and ſaints departed, were objects of 
aloration, and, like the heathen local tutclar deitics, vouchſafed 
ſpecial protection to fuch as put themſelves under their particular 
| patronage, and whoſe devotion towards them was moſt ferventand 
zealous. From this opinion the minds of men eaſily flid into a 
belief, that to preſerve the body, or any of its Hanes, could: 
De not 
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not but be highly acceptable to the apoſile, faint, or martyr is 
belongec to, and a moſt likely mean of gaining and ſecuring 
his, protection. Hence the relicks of apoſtles, ſaints, and mar- 
tyrs, or what, were believed to be ſo, were ſought after with 
avidity,; were purchaſed at immenſe prices, and were preſerved, 
when procured, with anxious watchful attention. Churches 
were erected over thei ſppulchres, and in thoſe places where 
ſuch of their gemains, as had not been committed to the grave, 
were intended to be lodged for preſer vation; and that church 
in which the remgins of any particular ſaint were lodged was 
believed to attract his greateſt attention. f Of. courſe that church. 
whoſe patron was conſidered as moſt powerful was held in

Ecclefiaſt. gentis Anglorum, tells us, 
that, A. D. 627, Paulinus biſhop of York baptized Edwin king 
of Northumberland, in his cathedral dedicated to St. Peter, which 
was built of wood; Ib. iii. cap. 2 5. That Finan the ſecond 
biſhop of Lindisfarne, or Holy-Ifland, built his cathedral, A. D. 
652, not of ſtone, but of wood, after the manner of the Scots. 
And 7b. v. cap. 2 5. that, in A. D. 710, Nailan king of the Pits 
wrote a letter to Ceolfred abbot of Weremouth, requeſting Ceol- 
fred to ſend him ſome maſons to build for him a church with 
large ſtones, as the Romans were accuſtomed to build. | 
Theſe teſtimonies do indeed furniſh ſufficient evidence that 
the art of building with ſtones was but little known in England, 
and ſtill leſs in Scotland, prior to the 8th century; and form a 
ſtrong preſumptive argument, that the church of St. Rule's in 
St. Andrew's is not ſo ancient as the generality of. Scotiſh 
writers ſuppoſe it to be. But then it is to be obſerved, that this 
is no more than a preſumptive argument; and that the teſti- 
monies above-mentioned de by no means warrant us politively 
to conclude that, prior to the 8th century, there We, even in 
Scotland, no churches built of ſtone. 
Bede bimſelf adduces an inftance to the contiaty; . ii. bb 4+ 
of his Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory, where he tells us, that long before 
the arrival of Columbanus, A. D. 5653 Ninian had converted the 
Southern Picts to Chriſtianity, and built in the province of Ber- 
nicia a church of ftone, called by the Britons Candida Caſa, 
becanſe building with ſtones was unuſual among them; which 
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price might have been erected ſeveral years before A, D. 565. 


Had the ſeal deſeribed by Mr. Martin exhibited a view of St. 


RULE's church and ſteeple in its entire ſtate, this might have given 
ſome ground to ſuſpect that they had been built by the prior and 
convent, poſterior to the. erection of the monaſtery, and of conſe- 
quence not before the 12th century. It is evident, from ocular 
inſpection (ſee plate II.) that the engraving on this ſeal is in- 
tended to repreſent the ſouth * view of this church and ſteeple.

weſtern building ſhould appear, either on the, ground below, or 
on the ſouth wall of St. RoLE's ſteeple, to which both the roof 
and the'eaſt wall of this edifice are ſuppoſed to have been joined: 
not to mention that, there being no want of room to the weſtward, 
it is not eaſy to conceive what could be the inducement to 
extend the walls of the edifice ſo far eaſtward, as to incloſe and 
cover the ſouth wall of St. RuLE's ſteeple ;. or to what beneficial 
purpoſe the interval between theſe two walls could be applied. 
But leaving this edifice, of which, if ever it exiſted, no veſtige 


now remains, let us turn our attention to the ruins of St. RULE'S

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ſteeple and chapel. Theſe two buildings, both inſide and out- 
ſide, are built of hewn ſtones. The ſtones are cut in the form 
of a parallelogram, are much larger than the ſtones of the ca- 
thedral, or any other of the adjacent buildings, and approach 
nearer to the fquare form.

The ſteeple ſtands due weſt from the n a; as Mr. 
Martin juſtly obferves, is an equilateral quadrangle. Imme- 
diately above the 21ſt courfe, a belt of about a foot high pro- 
jects over, and runs along the weſt wall of the ſteeple, as alſo- 
dong the north and fouth walls till it meets with the walls of 
St. RULE's chapel, and then it runs along the top of them.

children were in danget of loſing their lives by climbing upon 


them, as there were then no ſhut doors to keep them out, 
About fix years ago the barons of his Majeſty's exchequer in 


Scotland generouſly ordered 71 1 r/. fterling for the repair of this 
Reeple, by which means the ſeams between the ſtones have been 
filed with freſh lime where it was wanted; a ſtair-caſe has been 
built from the bottom to within four feet of the top, where a 
floor is laid, and covered with lead to defend it "wn the in- 


juries of the weather. 


St. RuLz's chapel ſtands due eaſtward from the ſteeple adjoin- 
ing to it, and, as has been already obſerved, has been evidently 
built at the ſame time with it. The quality of the ſtones, their 
fize, and the courſes in which they are laid, are exactly the ſame. 
Ihe walls of the chapel encroach upon the eaſt ends of the 


north and fouth walls of the ſteeple about 2 feet, and project

IN a tour 1 made amn years ago thongs the Northern. parts. 
of this kingdom, I could not help being much ſtruck with the 
beauty of an old tower I found at St. Andrew's in Scotland, and 
was not leſs furprized on being told of its very great antiquity, 
as it was then almoſt entire, and the ſtones of which it is built 
ſcarcely at all weather-worn. ,-The tower, in the dialect of the 
country, is called ? feeple of St. Rule, and was built, together 
with a ſmall chapel adjoining to it, which is of the ſame kind of 
materials and workmanſhip, ſome time in the fourth century, by 
a St, Regulus, a native of Italy, who introduced or eſtabliſhed 
Chriſtianity in thoſe parts. The tower, I was told (for I did not 
meaſure it), is about 120 feet High. It is built of a kind of free- 
ſtone, of a dulliſh white cold; and the joints between the 
ſtones were then ſo cloſe, that the point of a knife could not have 
been thruſt into any chink between them. I took a drawing of 
the tower and adjoining chapel, which I ſend along with this, 
and which I hope will find a place in your valuable repoſitory ; 
and ſhall be glad if any of your correſpondents, who are well ac- 
quainted with the hiſtory and antiquities of that place, will favour 
the publick, through the ſame channel, with a better account of 
theſe than I could pick up in the courſe of a haſty ramble. The 
athedral, which was in the ſame cloſe with this tower, was built 
many centuries later ; but the ſtone of which it was built has been 
lo bad as to be waſted by the weather exceedingly.

1. THE Magiſtrates of Edinburgh muſt be ordered to cauſe make a lane- 
of their Citizens in there arms, and in the beſt order, from the Lady's Steps to 
the Nedder bow; and his Majeſty's foot- guards are to be ordered to make a lane 
from thence to the palace; and both are to be expreſsly ordered, that there be no 
ſhotting, diſplaying of enſignes, nor beating of drums, during the cavalcade ; and 
the Magiſtrates are to take ſpeciall care that no coaches be ſeen within the ports untill 
the ſolemnity be over, under the higheſt pains. : 

2. The ſaid Magiſtrates are to cauſe make two banks of timber within the Abby 
Cloſs, and as many below the Lady's Steps, whereon the Members may mount and 
diſmount. | | 

3. The Lords High Conſtable and Mariſchal are to make the lane with there 

ard of partizans, from the Lady Steps to the Barr of the Houſe ; thoſe with the 
Conſtable without, and. thoſe of the Mariſchall within the houle, allowing always to 
the Conſtable fix of his guards within doors. 

4. Every Member of Parliament muſt ride, and the abſents fineable, conforme to

6. The whole Nobility are to ride in there robes, with footmen.

9. The Lyon, in his robe, coat, chain, and batton, rides immediately before the 
Honours, uſhered by all the heraulds, purſevants, with the coats and footmantles, 
and trumpets, in formalitys, all bareheaded, excepting two purſevants and two

the foreſaĩd great pearles below, which top the points of the ſecond ſmall circle. 
Nota, This is ſaid to be the antient form of the crown of Scotland, fince the league 
made betwixt Achalus King of. Scots and Charles the Great of France, the ſpecifick 
form of our crown differing from other crowns, in that it is hightened or taiſed 
with croſſes floree alternatiy with flowers-dezlys; the crown of France is hightned 
only with flowers-de-lys, and that of England with croſſes paree alternatively with 
flowers-de-lys. Our Crown of Scotland, fince King James the Sixth went to England, 
has been ignorantly repreſented by herauld pamters, ingravers, and others, tradeſmen, 
after the forms of the Croun of England, with croſſes patee, whereas here is not 
one but that which topes the mond; but all croſſes floree, ſuch as we ſee in our 
old coines, and theſe which rope our old churches. Theſe crowns were not antiently 
arched or cloſs. Charles the Eight of France is ſaid to be the firſt in France who 
took a cloſs crown, as appears by his tnedalls coitred in the year 1495, being de- 
ſigned Imperator Orientis. Edward the Fifth of England, in the year 1483, carried 
a cloſs Croun, as is obſerved by Selden ; and our crown is arched thus: (4to,) From 
the upper circle proceed four arches, adorned with enameled figures, which meet 
and cloſe at the tope, ſurmounted with a mond of gold, or celeſtial glote, enamtled 
blue ſemee, or powdered with ſtarrs, etoſſed and enameled with one large croſs 
patee, adorned in the extremities with a great pearle; ſuch a croſs topes the Church 
of Hoolytood-houſe ; and cantoned with other four in the angles, in the center of 
the croſs-patee; is a ſquare amethiſt, which poynts the fore part of the crown ; and 
behynd, or on the other ſyde is a great pearle; and below it, on the foot of the 
palar part of the Croſs are theſe Characters; I. R. 5. by which it appears that King 
James the Fifth was the firſt that cloſed the crown with arches, and toped it with a 
mond and croſs patee z but it is evident, (1mo,) That the money and medalls comzed 
in the reign of King James the Third and Fourth, have a cloſs crown, and it is no 
leſs clear that the arches of the Crown were not put there from the beginning, or 
at the making of the Croun, becavſe (1mo,) they are tacked by tacks of gold to 
the antient Crown. (2ds,) The workmanſhip of che arches is not fo good, and. 
there is a ſmall diſtinctione in the fincneſs betwixt the firſt and the laſt ; the later 
being ſuperfine gold, and the other not ſo exactly to that ſtandard, whereof” tryall 
has been made. (5 to,) The tyare or bonnet of the crown was of purple vellvett; but 
in the year 1685, it got ane cape of crimpſone vellvett, adorned as before, with 
four plates of gold, richly wrought and enameled ; and on each of them are great 
—_ half inch in diameter, which appears between the four arches; and the 
nnett is turned up with ermine upon the loweſt circle of the crown ; immediately 
above the ermine there are eight ſmall holes diſpofed two and two together, on 
the four-quarters of the crown, in the middle ſpace betwixt the arches, to which 
they have laced or tyed diamonds, or precious ſtones. The crown is nine inches 
broad in diameter, being ade ow about, and in hight front the _

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* circle to the tape of the croſs patee ſix inches and ane half; ; it allways ſtands on

re cuſhione of crimſone vellvett, adorned with freinges, and four taſſells 
thread hanging doun at each corner. . 

"I Sceersa-, The ſtalk. or ſtem of the Scepter being ſillver double overgilt, 
is two feet in length, of hexagone forme, wich three buttons or . knots anſacring 
thetreto: betwixt the firſt button and the ſecond is the handle, of hexagon forme, 
furling in the midle, and plain betwixt the ſecond and the third button. There are 
Ray tydes j ingraven; that under the Virgin Mary (one of the ſtatues that are on the 

pt of the Kalk) is the letter I; upon the ſecond. ſyde under St. James, the letter 
R: _—_ on the third under St. Andrew, the figure 5; The ſyde berwixt I. and R. 
is ingraven with fourteen flowers. de-lys, and on the ſyde, betwixt the agure 5, and 
che letter I. are ten thiſtles continued from one ſtem ; from the third button to the 
capuall, the three ſy des under the ſtatues are plain, on the other three are aatique 
ingravings, viz. ſacramental cups, antique Meduſa's heads, and rullione follyadyes;. 
upon the tope of the ſtalk is an anti que capitall of leaves imboſſed, upon the abacus 
whereof _ round the prolonged ſtem, ſorrounded with three ſtacues, firſt that 
of the Bleſſed V irgine crowned with ane open crown, bolding in her right arme 
our Bleſſed Saviour, and in her left hand a; mond enfigned with a croſs; next to 
her ſtands on her right hand the ſtatue of St. Andrew in ane apoſtolicall garment, 
and on his head a — like a Scots bon net, holding in his right hand- a Croſs or 
ſaltyre, a. pazt whereof is broke off, and in his left elevate a book open; on the 
Bleſſed Virgin's left hand, St. Andrew's right hand, ſtands another ſtatue, ſeeming 
to repreſent St. James, wich. the like apoſtolical garment, and ane hanging neck 
ſuper added thereto, and upon his head ane litle hat, like to the Roman pilium, 
in his right hand half elevate a book open, and in his left a paſtoral ſtaff, the head. 
is broke off. And above each ſtatue, being two inches and a half, except the Virgine, 
which is a liitle leſs, the finiſhing of a Gothick niche; betwixt each ſtatue ariſes 
a rulſione, in forme of ane Dol phine, verry diſtinct, in length four inches foliadge 
does the body, their heads _ and effronted inward, and the -turning of 
nail end in a roſe or cinquefoill; outward above theſe rullions and ſtatues 
another hexagon button, or kaott, with oak leaves under every corner, and 
above it a criſtall of two inches and a quarter diameter. within three barrs 
Ven above, where it is ſurrmounted with fax rullions, and here again with ane 
all globe, toped with ane orientall pearle ane half inch diameter. The whole 
Scepter in length is thirty- four inches. 

The Sword. The Sword is in length five foot; the handle and pommell are 
flver overgilt, in length fifteen inches; the pommell is round, and ſomewhat flat 
on the two ſides ;, on the middle of dep Ay pe emboſſed work a garland, and 
in the center there have been two enambled platts, which are broke off ; the traveric 
or croſs of the ſword, being of filver overgilt, is in length ſexenteen inches and 
ane half; its form is like two Dollphines, their heads joining, and their taills end 
into acornes; the ſhell is hanging down towards the point of the ſword, formed 
lik - an cicallope, flouriſhed, or rather like ane great oak leaff; on the blade of the 
bony are mndemtcd with gold theſe letters, J ulius II. P. The ſcabbard is of —— 
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of the oak tree leaves and accornes. On the ſcabbard are placed four round plates 


of filver overgilt, two of them near to the crampet are enameled blue, and therein 
golden characters, © Julius H. pon. max. n.“. At the mouth of the ſcabbard, oppoſiie 


to the heck is ane large ſquair plate of fil ver, enameled purple, in a cartouch azure, 


ane oak tret eradicated and fructuated Or, and above the cartouch the papal enſign; 


viz. two keyes in ſaltyre adoſe, their bowels formed like roſes, or cinquefoills, tyed 


keys is the papall tyare environed with three crowns, with two labells turned up, 


the Fourth, had for his armoriall figures ane oak tree fructuated, which is the reaſone 
the ſword is adorned with ſuch figures, a Hill and a Star, which figures 1 find not 
on any part of the ſword; if they have been on the two enambled plates, which 


are loſt off from the pommell, I know not; but it is certain, this Pope had ſuch- 


figures. as appears by theſe verſes, made by Voltuline, a famous Italian Poet, as 


the ſame are mentioned by Hermanus Hermes, a German writer, who gives us-theſe- 


lines found in the monaſtry :

„IN the 8. E. corner of the caſtle at Edinburgh, ſtate priſoners are kept; and 
in one apartment, called the Crown Room, it is pretended that the Regalia of 
Scotland are depofited, That they were lodged there with much for mality, on the 
26th of March 1707, is certain; whether they be there ſtill, is very problcmatical. 
H they be, nothing at leaſt can be more abſurd than the way in which they have 
been kept. The way to preſeve an object of great value is, not to lock it up for 
ever from the- eyes of the publick ; quite the reverſe. It is by producing it at 
ſtated times, before certain officers, as repreſenting the publick. Now, ſince the 
Regalia were depoſited, no gavernor of the caſtle, upon his admiſſion, has made 
inquiry if they were left ſecyre by his predeceſſor. No mortal has been known 
to have ſeen then; whether it was, that the Government entertained a jealouſy, that 
the Scots, in their fickleneſs or diſguſt, would repent themſelves, of: the Union; or, 
that they dreaded the Regalia might, upon an invaſion, fall into the hands of the 
keir of the Houſe of Stuart; it appears probable, that the Regalia have been pri- 
vately removed, by a ſecret order from the Court; for it is impoſſible that any 

ernor of the caſtle would abſtract them without authority. If, after this general 
rmite, ſo publicly thrown out, the officers of ſtate, and governor. of Edinburgh 
Caſtle, will not make 1 72 inquiry whether the Regalia of Scotland be ſtill 
n the Caſtle, the puhlick will be entitled to conclude, that they are no longer there, 
ad that they have been carried off by private orders from the Court.. A 
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
